1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim.

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re LongU 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application.

Claims 13-17 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 12-16 of U.S. Patent No. 6,383,671 in view 
of Benz et al (US 5,434,016). Although a restriction has been made, it does not preclude this 
double patenting rejection, because the restriction is between claims to a method of humidifying 
a gas reactant stream for a fuel cell, and a humidification apparatus, while patented claims 12-16 
and present claims 13-17 are all drawn to a method of humidifying a gas reactant stream for a 
fuel cell. Present claim 13 differs from patented claim 12 by reciting that the flow rate of water 
is changed to maintain a set point in one of several variable parameters. Benz et al disclose a 
fuel cell (14) with a humidification system in which the flow of input water may be varied 
according to operating parameters of the fuel cell (column 4, lines 6-7). These parameters would 
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include fuel cell voltage (column 3, lines 55-56), and both the temperature and humidity of the 
process air (column 3, lines 67-68). The latter would be a control of the dew point temperature, 
since this is determined from the measured temperature and humidity. These parameters may 
thus be maintained by adjusting the flow of the water used to humidify the incoming air. 
Because such controls would serve to maximize the efficiency and lifetime of a fuel cell, it 
would be obvious to control the fuel cell and humidification process of the patented claims 
according to the parameters identified by Benz et aL Present claims 14-17 add the same details 
as patented claims 13-16, respectively. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Chow et aL (US 5,382,478), Ueno et aL (US 6,294,277), Ban et aL (US 6,350,536) 
and Nelson (US 6,689,500) disclose various fuel cells and humidification means therewith. 

The parent application, now Patent No. 6,383,671, refers to provisional application no. 
60/099,465. Applicants may refer to this provisional application in the present application, in 
order to claim priority from the provisional application.
